BY THE BANKERS 


Auli Ready for the Opening of 
the National Convention 
at Detroit Today. 


Detroit, September 9.—Committees of 
the American Bankers’ association te- 
day cleared u pa mass of routine pre- 
paratory to opening of the national 
convention tomorrow. Hundreds of 
delegates sweltered in the torrid heat 
today. 

The convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Supervisors of State Banks 
held its opening session this afternoon. 
Only routine matters were disposed of, 
and adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow morning. 

Two of the most important meetings 
today were that of the currency com- 
mission and the committee on constitu. 
tional ameniments. The latter consid- 
ered a number of amendments, includ- 
ing one which is irntended to part!y re- 
orgwanize the present mode of electing 
officers. Andrew J. Frame, author of 
the proposed amendment, not only 
charged taht the officials and commit- 
teemen have held over 15 Gof of the as- 
sociation’s prominent offices in the 
past ten years, but that the executive 
council has “become unwieldly and 
unnecessarily expensive.” His plan to 
remedy the so-called faults will prob- 
ably be discussed tomorrow afternoon. 
The currency commission will make its 
report public Friday. On that day it 
is also expected that William R. Creer 
of Cleveland, will submit a resolution 
urging the convention to go on rec- 
urd for penny postage on ordinary let- 
ters. 

An important feature of the opening 
Session of the convention tomorrow is 
expected to be an address on “Banking 
and Currency Reform” by Robert W. 
Bonyinge, of Denver, member of the 
national monetary commission.

Vedrines Wins the Air Cham- 


Dionship Withcut Contest 


Not an American Aeroplane 
Rose to Detend the Cup Won 
From England Last Year. 
Vedrines Drove Monoplane 
at Speed of 105.5 Miles. 


Chicago, September ¥—France won 
today the world’s aviation champion- 
Ship. Jules Vedrines, champion of 
France, driviy a DVeperdussin mono- 
plane, took from America the James 
Gordon Bennett silver trophy- without 
“a contest. Not an American aeroplane 
rose from the ground in defense of the 
cup won by tt country from Eng- 
land last ar. De. Lioyd Thompson, 
the only merican aviator who had not 
Vithdrawn from the race up to the jast 
hour, took a final glimpse of Vedrines 
record and walked off the field. 

Officials of the Aero club of 
ica explained their concession 
trophy to France at the outset 
ing in point of speed this 
not the “ghost of a 

Vedrines’ time for completing 
124.8 miles over the 4.14-mil course 
wa 1 hour 10 minutes and 56.85° sec- 
onds. His averaze time was 105.5 miles 
an hour. liis only competitors 
were two Frechmen, Maurice Prevost, 
also in a Deperdussin, who made the 
course in 1 hour 13 minutes and 10.82 
seconds, and Andre Frey ,in a Henriot 
monoplane, Who came down after 
making 23 of the 30 laps of the course 
because of engine trouble. 

Vedrines made easy work of it 
Starting before any of his competi- 
tors Were out ,he sailed around the 
Pylons like a swallow on the wing, at- 
taining in some of the laps almost 2 
miles a minute, and then rested in his 
Fangar while the American contest- 
ants withdrew and while Major Samuel 
Reber, chairman the contest com- 
mittee of the Aero club of America, 
shook his head, Saving the speed set by 
the Frenchman was too great to be 
met by any inachine on this side of the 
Atlantic: 

The only semblance of a 
neck race came hours after 
had alighted when Frey and 
ascended, shortly. before shots Were 
fired for the close of the day’s sport. 
Frey soon was Overtaken by Prevest, 
who started two minutes later. 
the fourteenth lap Prevost had 
Frey far behind, and at that 
was only 32 seconds behind the 
hade by eVdrines. While steadily 
ocutdistancing Frey, he lost on the 
French champion’s time until at the 
twenty-third lap he was 73 seconds be- 
hind Vedrines.

Spokane tonight on the last stage of 
his journey from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Today he made four speeches, 
attended a breakfast, a luncheon and 
a dinner, talked politics with progres- 
sive leaders and headed a parade 
through the city. 

In his speeches Colonel Roosevelt 
rave his views of woman suffrage, re- 
plied to Governor 
of the progressive 
mum wage scales, 
of the democratic party and talked of 
the tariff, the courts, the high eost of 
living and the farmers. He spoke lit- 
tle of the republican party on the 
ground, he said, that “he never dis- 
cussed dead folks.” Colonel Roosevelt 
grave most of the afternoon to the 
women of Spokane. A meeting exclu- 
sively for women took placein the Au- 
ditorium, and another theater was en- 
gaged for an overflow meeting. 

Why He Favors Woman Suffrage. 

The colonel! said he had not been in- 
duced to take up the cause of woman 
suffrage by women who devoted their 
time to advocating it, but by what he 
had learned from women he had con- 
sulted in regard to other matters. He 
said that women like Miss Jane 
Addams, of Chicago, whom he had con- 
sulted on social and economic condi- 
tions among the workers of their sex, 
were virtually all in favor of woman 
suffragwe because they believed it would 
assist working women to improve their 
condition. 

“The argument that participation In 
politics will take women from the 
home,” he continued, “is just as. well 
grounded as it would be to say that 
men should not vote because it would 
take them from their business. 

‘Tl think I have the right to ask the 
women of Washington to stand by the 
progressive party,’ said the speaker. 
“If we don’t have the right type of 
political life it will be difficult per- 
manently to have the right type of 
family life.’ ; 

Jocular About Baltimore Platform. 

At a mnoonday meeting of business 
men Colonel Roosevelt alluded to Gov- 
ernor Wilson’s reference to the trust 
policy formulated by the democratic 
thinkers who made the Baltimore plat- 
form, and.concluded by saying: 

“I love the implication that thought 
had anything to do with the Baltimore 
convention. There was never a plat- 
form in this country so wholly free 
from any taint of thought as the plat- 
form adopted at Baltimore.”
